Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Amzel presented claims 12-51 to replace claims 1-11. 
Discussed that the claims still have 112 first paragraph issues. Examiner proposed limiting the independent claims to 
include fruit/vegetbalb list to overcome the WD rejection. New claims would overcome the 101 with regard to the 'Use 
of claims, however, proposed claims are still broad enough to read on prevention of cancer. The Examiner proposed 
deletion of 'prophylaxis' from the claims in order to overcome the 101 rejection for treatment of cancer. Ms. Amzel 
stated that the claims may be amended in order to delete prevention from the claims in order to overcome this 
rejection. 

Scope of enablement issues were addressed: It was pointed out that if the claims were limited to the exact extract of 
paw paw as described in the instant specification for treatment of the enabled conditions, that the scope rejection may 
be overcome . Attorney indicated that the Applicant may submit a Declaration with further evidence to enable the 
scope of treatment of cancer. The proposed claim 12 will overcome the 102 rejection as the new claim comprises 
limitations such as pKa's and amounts of the carrier which were not shown in Buchard. Indicated that the claims do 
not appear to overcome the outstanding 103 rejection. Further, indicated to Ms. Amzel that a restriction may be in 
order if the proposed claims are entered into the case . . 
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
